Fire departments of  Rich- 
mond, El Cerrito and San Pablo 
ba tled for an hour Sunday 
night to quench a grass fire 
which, fanned by heavy winds, 
threatened to consume houses 
in its path.

Chemical and water were 
used to battle the flames. 

The fire was raging over «a 
wide area, which made the fight 
difficult, but in an hour the 
flames were under control and 
residents were able to return to 
their homes.
